Mr. Montague Bernard, the celebrated 
international jurist, has written a letter to 
the London Times on tho Luxemburg 
guarantee. "Unquestionably,'' lie says, 
" the guarantee is coUoctivc in the sense 
that each of the six Powers (e.xcludiiig 
Belgium) has a right to insist tlmt the 
aid of tho other Hvo be iiivciked, at t!ic 
same time as its own, and tlnil the li;ibil» 
ity be borne in conimoii, — to dcnuiiul, in 
ihort, the application of tlio ordinary priu- 

•■''ciple of suretyship, wliich tnoderii legisla- 
tion has borrowed from Koman law, so 
far as that principle is ap|)lic:ii)le to .such 
a transaction. But if it wusi intended to 
provide that the default of oi\c should 
discharge all the rest, and that the only 
case in which assistance could possibly be 
inroked should be tho case in which it 
would be invoked in vain, this should have 
been expressed in a manner that would 
leave no room for raisc^Vce'ption. But in 
i truth' it never iSi^-cfan be right or wise 

'^'^toTnjIrtfaet.f.bfiit never so openly, illusory 
engagements. Considerations of honour 
and prndence forbid it alike." The con- 
clusion is that Great Britain lias, in fact, 
in engaging to guarantee (with oilier 
Powers) the neutrality of Luxemburg, 
contracted, as wo have always contended, 
a new and most dangerous obligation, 
from which tho nation caunol now honor- 
ably ostape.

Pittsburg was 
selected as the place of meeting of tho 
iicvt Congress in May. A small amount 
of funds was collected, it being stated that 
many of tho Trades' Union had beeu on 
strihes hUcly, and had exhausted nil their 
luoiiey.

cinlio!deii them to new opposition to tho 
loyal masses, believing tlicy have the E.x- 
ecutive \Yitli tlu'iii.

The affairs of Gen. Sheri- 
dan's District are in a greatly disturbed 
condition and bitter spirit of antagonism 
lias resulted from Gen. Sheridan's mau- 
agement. He bas rendered himself 
exceedingly obnoxious by the manner in 
which he " has exceeded his authority 
granted by Congress, niul still more so by 
resort to authority not g'-uiite;! bv law. 
Hi.-^ rulc', In fiict, has been one of a'l.soliitc 
tyranny without reference to the principles 
of our (J ovcrnmeiit or the nature of our 
free institutions. His course has se- 
riously interfered Vv'ith the Imruionious and 
f iiisfiiciory execution of the laws of Coii- 
gre-s, and that act alono is siiUiciciit to 
justify a change. His removal cannot bo 
regarded as an elTort to defeat tho law.s 
of Congress, for tho object is lo racilitiite 
their execution tlii'ou;;li an otliccr who 
never failed to obey the law or to e.^act 
obedience from otlier.s. Tlic mere change 
of coininanders caunot alter tbe law, ami 
General Thomas will bo as much bound 
by the requirements as General Phil. 
Sheridan and cannot embolden tbe people 
to renewed opposiiiion to tlio will of the 
loyal masses, believing that they have I be 
Executive with them, for they are per- 
fectly familiar with his antecedents. The 
President knows he has not obstructed Hid 
faithful execution of any act of Congress, 
lie compliments Thomad and Hancock, 
aud feels certain to find Sheridan suitable 
for Indian warfare by the dhsplay of that 
energy and enterprise which gave him an 
enviable reputation in tiie Into slrii;rgle.
